WO members of the 

Monkey Tribe—the 

Chimpanzee and the 

Orang-Utan, both of 

them Great Apes, are 

portrayed on stamps. 
Of these the 5 cents 1906 of Li- 
beria gives us a good idea of the 
Chimpanzee with its heavy build, 
strong chest and arms, the latter 
relatively short, its large ears, and 
hairy covering, which last is usual- 
ly black, though the skin of the 
animal is reddish in colour. This 
the most “human” of the Apes, 
lives in bands of from five to ten 
in the forests of West and Central 
Africa, feeding on fruit, birds and 
small mammals, and making a kind 
of nest or sleeping-place of twigs 
in trees. Usually progressing on 
“all fours” when on the ground, 
its soles and knuckles—not palms 
—being applied to the ground (as 
shown on the stamp quoted), it is 
able to walk upright if it holds its 
arms over its head. The male, 
which may reach a height of five 
feet, has larger canine teeth than 
his mate, but much smaller ones 
than his cousins the Gorilla and 
the Orang-Utan. 

This latter, a native of Sumatra 
and Borneo, is pictured on the 4 cent 
1897-1902 of the latter country, 
and is obviously much more mon- 
key-like than the Chimpanzee, hav- 
ing a larger head, longer arms, a 
shorter “rounder” body, very long 
fingers and toes, but short thumbs 
and great toes, short legs, small 


ears, and (especially in the male) 
huge canines. Its hair is usually 
long and chocolate or auburn in 
colour, and though it makes a plat-

form sleeping-place in trees it is 
much less sociable than the Chim- 
panzee. 

The 1903 issue of Madagascar 
provides us with a close relative 


of the monkeys in the form of a 
Lemur, there are many species, 
most of them confined to Mad- 
agascar and Comoro. Though al- 
most entirely arboreal in habit 
and having long muzzles and tails, 
Lemurs approach humans more 
closely in some respects than do 
Monkeys and Apes. 

Thus their paws are more hand- 
like in the possession of a long 
thumb, and their fore limbs are 
shorter than the hind ones, the feet 
have a large great toe, which is 
opposable), and all the digits are 
provided with flat nails (except the 
second toe, which has a _ sharp 
curved “scratching” claw). Social 
in habits and mainly nocturnal, Le- 
murs resemble Chimpanzees and 
differ from Orang-Utans in being 
noisy. 

What is in many ways one of 
the weirdest of the true mammals 
exhibited on stamps is figured on 
the low values of the 1904-7 issue 
of French Guiana. This is the 
Great Ant Bear or Ant Eater, a 
South American creature which 
feeds mainly on so-called “White 
Ants” or Termites—creatures be- 
longing to a group of insects far 
removed from the true Ants, with 
which they have been confused on 
account of their somewhat similar 
habits. As can be seen by looking 


at the stamps mentioned, the most 
conspicuous features of the Great 
Ant Eater are its huge bushy tail, 
its long narrow head, and its large

pearance of the head is due to the 
long tapering snout, at the end of 
which is the very small mouth- 
opening, through which, when the 
animal feeds, is projected the ex- 
ceedingly long worm-like tongue, 
with which the Termites are “lap- 
ped” up. Though terrestrial in 
habit, living in low moist situations 
in plain and forest, this creature 
has to walk on its “knuckles” on 
account of the modification of its 
fore-paws with a huge curved claw 
on their third toes for digging and 
tearing up ants’ nests. 

In addition to the True Mammals 
there are two groups of animals 
which suckle their young and 
agree with the true Mammals in 
a great many other features but 
which differ from them in others, 
including the condition of the 
young when they leave the body 
of the mother. Presenting the 
smaller number of differences are 
the Marsupials or Pouched Mam- 
mals, which include all the more 
conspicuous higher native animals 
of the Australasian Region and the 
Opposums of South America. The 
best known of these, the Kangaroo, 
is shown in characteristic attitudes 
on many of the stamps of the Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth. The sci- 
entific name—Macropus or Big- 
Foot— is due to one of the out- 
standing features of all Kangaroos 
and their very close relations the 
Wallabies, namely, the tremendous 
enlargement of the hind feet, es- 
pecially of the fourth toe, the sec- 
ond and third being long but bound 
together so that their nails are 
free, whilst the fifth is small and 
the first absent altogether. The 
enlargement of the hind feet and 
the other regions of the hind limbs 
is correlated with the leaping 
method of progression of the ani- 
mal, as are also the development 
of the tail which acts as a third 
hind leg when the animal is sta- 
tionary and as a balancing organ 
when it is in rapid movement, and 
the reduction in size of the fore- 
limbs, which are but little used ex- 
cept as accessory feeding organs. 

The chief points of interest 
about the Kangaroo, as about oth- 
er Marsupials, are, however, con- 
cerned with the minute size and 
utter helplessness of the young at 
birth, and its life until it is able 
to begin to fend for itself. Accord- 
ing to the text-books the newly- 
born Kangaroo—about the size of 
a man’s thumb-nail—is picked up 
by the lips of its mother and placed 
in the marsupium or pouch which 
covers the nipples, one of which 
the tiny creature seizes in its lips. 
These then fuse with it, the milk 
which the mite is too feeble to 
suck being pumped into it by the 
contraction of some of the mater- 
nal muscles at certain intervals, 
until the young animal is much 
larger and stronger, when it be- 
comes free again, sucks the milk 


for itself, and at a later stage 
makes excursions from the pouch, 
to which it returns when tired or 
hungry or frightened. 

Modern investigators, however, 
disagree with the first part of this 
account and assert that the first act 
of the extremely tiny newly-born 
creature is to scramble up to its 
mother and to find its own way 
into the pouch. 

The shilling values of New South 
Wales from 1888 onwards give us 
another excellent picture of this 
animal. 

Of the other group—the Mono- 
tremes or Egg-laying Mammals, 
also confined to Australasia and 
South America, Tasmania gives us 
a picture, that extraordinary crea- 
ture the Duck-Billed Platypus or 
Duck-Mole being shown on the Pos- 
tal Fiscals of 1880. Found only in 
certain regions of Tasmania and 
of Southern and Eastern Australia 
this most remarkable animal com- 
bines features of reptiles, birds 
and mammals, which enable it to 
lead a semi-aquatic existence in, 
and along the banks of, streams. 
Covered with a short dense double 
fur, which like that of the common 
Mole lies flat in whichever direc- 
tion it is brushed the Duck-Mole 
is considerably depressed —i. e., 
flattened from above downwards, 
not low in spirits—has a long 
broad furry tail, short legs with 
flat webbed feet each with five toes 
armed with claws, and in the male 
with spurs in connection with poison 
glands, and a smooth rounded head 
armed with a very broad and duck- 
like bill. All these more obvious 
features are connected with its 
semi-aquatic mode of life, which 
includes the making of a long bur- 
row, twenty feet long, with one 
opening under water and another 
leading to the outer air. Though 
the young have a few feeble teeth, 
the jaws of the adult are furnished 
only with horny crushing plates, 
other points of interest being the 
thin, smooth and rounded bird-like 
skull, the reptilian shoulder-girdle, 
and especially the fact that the fe- 
male lays hard-shelled eggs from 
which are hatched feeble young 
which are suckled. 

Is it any wonder that the scien- 
tific name of this extraordinary 
creature is Ornithorhynchus para 
doxus?!

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DEDICATION DAY AT 
MASSAPEQUA PARK 


Sunday, May 12, 1929, arrived 
and started at the nicest Sunday 
in over six weeks. The weather, 
while not ideal for flying, was, 
nevertheless, fairly nice. A strong 
breeze arose in the morning and 
brought rain about 6:30 in the 
evening but as all the ceremonies 
were over no one minded much 
except those who tried to get to 
the trains in the rain. 

Fitzmaurice Flying Field was 
dedicated to and by the famous 
Irish aviator Colonel James C. 
Fitzmaurice who was the pilot of 
the Bremen on the first non-stop 
westward trans-Atlantic flight. 
The Colonel will be the technical 
director of this field. The field 
covers about 650 acres I should 
judge. It is about 5 times as long 
as it is wide and consists of a 
rolled dirt field in process of seed- 
ing for sod. 

Among the noted personages 
who attended the dedication and 
spoke to the 15,000 spectators were 
Thea Rasche, the noted German 
aviatrix, Bert Acosta, who ac- 
companied Byrd across the Atlan- 
tic, Miss Elenor Smith, who re- 
cently set a record for women for 
sustained flight, Mrs. Clara Adams, 
lady passenger on the return flight 
of the Graf Zeppelin last fall, and 
last but not least, Clarence Cham- 
berlain, the pilot of Levine’s air- 
plane to Germany and America’s 
foremost ace outside of the Eagle 
(Lindbergh). 

Many were the persons seeking 
the autographs of these famous 
people and though they secured 
those of Thea Rasche and Bert 
Acosta, they were denied the oth- 
ers except in isolated cases. Clar- 
ence Chamberlain remained stead- 
fast in his assertion that he would 
not sign anything at all. 

The company who is giving this 
field free to the people of Massa- 
pequa Park, Brady, Cryan & Col- 
leran, supplied free, to those ask- 
ing for them, one copy of a stamp- 
ed Air Mail envelope with the 
dedication cachet, they also mailed 
these for the people. I have been 
unable to find out just what quan- 
tity of these they handled. The 
cachet is applied in green and con-

Al- 
though the dedication took place 
on Sunday, May 12, 1929, the cov- 
ers could not be mailed until the 
following day and all covers bear 


the Massapequa, N. Y., May 138, 
P. M., 1929, postmark in a greyish 
black. (The editor has a cover 
dated May 12.) 

The features of the day consisted 
of stunt flying by Thea Rasche and 
Elenore Smith and others also a 
race over a triangle shaped course. 
All in all a very enjoyable time 
was had by all. The exception be- 
ing that the wind carried the dust 
stirred up by the planes, all over 
the people and they looked rather 
pitable in their coat of brown. 

The writer secured several cov- 
ers and all are backstamped at 
Atlanta Air Mail Field in violet. 
I also secured the signature of 
Bert Acosta on one of the covers.

TYPE STYLES ON BUREAU 
PRINTS 


The system of classification of 
type styles on the Bureau Print 
Stamps was originated with the 
belief that it would be both prac- 
tical and simple. The plan as 
originated with the first Bureau 
Print Catalog is still in use and 
should be retained for the reasons 
as set forth above. There are how- 
ever a couple slight errors in the 
first arrangement that it is inter- 
esting to note at this time. 


The type style used on the original 
1916 issue for Springfield, New 
Orleans and Augusta is listed as 
Type B-1. In this series however 
the type for Springfield is of a dif- 
ferent series than that used for 
Augusta and New Orleans. In 
general appearance the types are 
alike, but actually there is a con- 
siderable difference in the two 
types. The Springfield type is of a 
finer line and much more con- 
densed than the other type. 


Other errors that are not in the 
original first edition are in this 
last edition and should be corrected 
and changed in the forthcoming 
issue. This is in the Classification 
of Gloucester, Mass., Long Prairie, 
Minn., and Garden City, N. Y. 
Gloucester is listed as a B-6 type. 
It would not be so bad if it were 
listed as a B-4 but even then 
would not be right. It is a B-8 
type or the lower case of the B-7, 
the wider of the tree types of this 
series. Long Prairie and Garden 
City are listed as B-4 but should 
be listed as B-8. There may be 
other mistakes in the listing of 
certain of these types and it is my 
intention to check up on the entire 
series just so soon as possible. In 
the preparation of the copy for the 
new Bureau Print Album, these 
errors have been noted and doubt- 
less will be changed in a future 
edition of the Bureau Catalog. 


Due to my recent interest in the 
Bureau Print issues I have been 
checking up on various matters 
and will prepare an article on Bu- 
reau Prints with a lot of informa- 
tion on type faces and other mat- 
ters that will help to straighten 
out several points that are not 
clear to some collectors. This 
article will be published as soon 
as all material is ready and will 
answer most all questions that have 
confronted prospective collectors 
of these interesting stamps. 


BUREAU B TYPES TO BE 
RETAINED 


When the Hoover Brothers took 
over the Bureau Print Catalog 
along with the Rotnem Precancel 
Catalog it was their announced in- 
tention to change the B types of 
the Bureau Print Stamps to U 
types and numbers as used in the 
Rotnem Catalog system of classi- 
fications. We understand now, 
that the plan has been changed 
and that the Bureau B types will 
be retained as they are in the pres- 
ent Bureau Print catalog and that 
the U types as applied to Bureau 
Prints in the Rotnem Catalog will 
be changed to B types, same as 
are used in the Bureau Print cat- 
alog. These two catalogs, both 
coming from the same publishers 
should of course, agree in number- 
ing and classifications. 


BUREAU OFFSET 
OVERPRINTS 


Mr. H. M. Southgate of Wash- 
ington, D. C., writes the editor and 
calls attention to the article in 
the May 18th issue in which Mr. 
Gates tells how the Bureau Stamps 
are overprinted and then calls at- 
tention to the article about the 
Nebraska State surcharges and 
wonders why such an article was 
printed, when as Mr. Southgate 
says, Mr. Gates had explained the 
matter thoroughly. 

The editor however insists that 
Bureau Prints are not printed 
from Stereotype plates. It may be 
possible that there is a system of 
offset printing in which stereotype 
plates play a part but if such is 
the case the stereotypes take the 
place of the zine plates usually 
used in offset printing. The editor 
has asked Mr. Southgate to try to 
get the exact facts as to the meth- 
od of printing these overprints. It 
is the opinion of the Editor that 
the Bureau Prints as well as the 
Molly Pitchers, the Hawaiians and 
lastly the Nebraska and Kansas 
State surcharges are all printed by 
the Lithographic Offset Process. 
If Mr. Southgate will furnish the 
facts on these points the Editor 
will be glaid to try to write a de- 
scription of this method of printing 
that will be clear to the collector.

GOLD COAST :—Whitfield King 
and Co., of England inform me 
that they were recently informed 
that the old issue of the 1921 
series, types A7 and A8 in Scott’s 
catalog, have been withdrawn from 
sale and the remainders have been 
destroyed. The withdrawals _ in- 
cluded the stamps above the 5/- so 
that from now on there will be no 
stamps used as postage above the 
5/-, unless some stamps are added 
to the present set. 


NORTHERN RHODESIA :— 
Whitefield King and Co., also 
inform me of the official report 
that after the present stock of the 
8d., 10d., and the 2/- and 7/6 are 
exhausted, there will be no more 
of these denominations issued.

In order to commemorate the oc- 
casion, special cachets will be used 
on each flight. However, these spe- 
cial cachets will be used only on 
such covers as bear Canadian post- 
age at the air mail rate, which is 
Se for the first ounce and 10c for 
each succeeding ounce or fraction 
thereof; and these covers, in order 
to insure transmission by the spe- 
cial flights, must be sent to the 
Postmasters at the different ter- 
minal points. 

All covers so prepaid and bearing 
an indication as follows;

or 
Kingston-Montreal, ete. 


whichever the case may be, will be 
date-stamped by the dispatching 
Postmaster and back-stamped at 
the Post Office at the end of the 
flight, in addition to bearing the 
special commemorative cachet. 

If you are interested in air mail 
covers and are anxious to secure 
the special cachets, it would be ad- 
visable to prepare your covers at 
the earliest possible moment and 
forward them under cover to the 
Postmaster at the point at which 
you desire your covers to enter the 
flight, with the request that they 
be held until this air mail flight 
takes place. All covers handled in 
this manner must bear the neces- 
sary Canadian postage at the air 
mail rate or should be accompanied 
by a Money Order covering the cor- 
rect amount of postage. 

Registered mail properly prepaid 
will be accepted for conveyance, 

Special delivery letters will also 
be carried if propery prepaid both 
as regards air mail postage and 
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the special delivery rate of twenty 
cents per letter in addition to air 
mail postage. 

All covers conveyed on these 
flights addressed to points beyond 
the terminus and which have been 
specially forwarded to a Postmas- 
ter for inclusion in this flight will 
be placed in the ordinary mails at 
the terminus of the flight and will 
go forward to the addressee in the 
ordinary way.

Pittsburgh Balloon 
Race Covers 


Covers from the National Elim- 
ination Balloon Races at Pitts- 
burgh are no doubt treasured by 
many. We have a cover however 
that was sent in to Pittsburgh for 
this event but it bears a cancella- 
tion, “LIVINGSTON MANOR, N. 
Y., May 5, 9 A. M.” This cover 
bears the cachet as applied at 
Pittsburgh. It is our belief that 
some of these covers must have 
been carried in some of the bal- 
loons that flew from Pittsburgh 
and were mailed at postoffices at 
points near where the balloons 
landed. We would caution owners 
of any of these covers to hold tight 
to them if they bear a cancellation 
stamp other than Pittsburgh. 


News Reader Was 
World War Pilot 


Mr. Robert B. Porter of Plain- 


field, N. J., sent in covers for the’ 


Army Manouvers cachets from Co- 
lumbus and remarks that he is 
greatly interested in this event be- 
cause of the fact that the 11th 
Aero Squadron is participating. 
Mr. Porter says that he was a pilot 
in this squadron during the war. 


Like Real War 


The Army Manouvers in Colum- 
bus for which event a cachet is be- 
ing applied to Air Mail became very 
like real war on Saturday morning, 
May 18th. About nine o’clock in 
the morning a group of planes fly- 
ing mass formation over the north- 
ern part of the city, about a mile 
from the editor’s residence, were 


attacked by planes from Dayton 
and in the mimic fighting two 
planes collided about 15,000 feet 


up. 

The pilot of one plane was 
stunned by the impact and his 
plane fell without his being able 
to jump, he was burned to death 
in the crash, the plane landing in 
a back yard of a home. The other 
pilot jumped from his plane after 
it caught fire, he stated that he 
let himself fall about 1000 feet so 
as to clear the other planes before 
pulling the cord on his parachute. 
He landed safely about two miles 
from the point of the accident. 


Army Air Maneuvers Cachets 


Great interest has been shown 
in the Army Maneuvers that were 
held in Columbus during the week 
of May 15 to 25th. Large num- 
bers of covers came from all parts 
of the country. The office of the 
News handled about one third of 
the total number that passed 
through the Chamber of Commerce 
in this city. Besides the covers 
that went through our office one 
or two other parties supplied some 
covers and the balance came di- 
rect to the Chamber. 

In handling the volume of mail 
that we handled, we found a num- 
ber of amusing and _ interesting 
things that are worthy of comment. 

Some collectors do not know 
postage rates on air mail. We re- 
ceived several bulky letters by air 
mail that had from 10 to 20 cents 
postage due on them. The air 
mail rate is 5 cents for the first 
ounce. Each additional ounce or 
fraction of an ounce requires a 10 
cent stamp. These parties had 
prepaid their letters at 5c per 
ounce. We paid the difference. 

Others sent in covers with 2c 
stamps on them and said if these 
are not right fix them up and send 
a bill. In such cases we felt obliged 
to return the covers. 

Although Lindbergh Day had not 
been announced, several asked for 
extra covers to be mailed on that 
day and arrangements were made 
to add a “Lindbergh Day” stamp 
to all covers mailed on the 21st 
of May. 

A count is being kept of covers 
that go out with the cachet and 
when the week is ended we will 
be able to check up and give an 
accurate story on the number of 
covers that are mailed. This will 
be of interest and we do not know 
of any other instance where such 
a record has been published. 

As announced last week, we had 
specially requested the Chamber of 
Commerce that they do not mix 
colors and confine themselves to a 
single color each day. We hope 
that this plan has been adhered to. 

So that collectors may check up 
on this we are pleased to publish 
herewith a list of colors as were 
planned for each different day.

A Unique Cachet 


The Chicago Air Mail Society 
has pulled a new one by preparing 
a cachet to commemorate the visit 
of the president of the American 
Air Mail Society, to Chicago. Mr. 
George W. Angers went to Chicago 
on May 17th to help in organizing 
the Chicago Chapter of the Ameri- 
ean Air Mail Society and a cachet 
was applied to numerous air mail 
covers and sent broadcast. We hope 
that other towns will be careful 
when philatelic notables pay them 
a visit. It would be terrible if 
others would follow the lead of the 
Chicago Society and “cachet” 
(catchit). 

Mr. George A. Zimmerman kind- 
ly sent us one of these novel cov- 
ers, the first we believe, honoring 
a philatelist. 


The Zeppelin 


The newspapers have already 
told us of the failure of the Zep- 
pelin on its last American trip. 
Mr. L. B. Gatchell Secretary of the 
American Air Mail Society has 
sent us some news regarding the 
use of a special postmark to be 
used on letters from America on 
the return trip. 

Due to the failure of the Zep- 
pelin on this last trip it is not con- 
sidered advisable to print the story 
that Mr. Gatchell has sent as no 
doubt it will have to be consider- 
ably revised in order that the in- 
formation given will be up to date. 

The failure of the Zeppelin on 
this trip will probably have con- 
siderable bearing on the proposed 
around the world flight. We shall 
feel obliged to wait for further in- 
formation on this matter. 





U. 8S. TO FRANCE 


A big yellow bird flying over 
Roosevelt Field at the rate of 150 
miles an hour is trying out its 
wings for a trans-Atlantic flight 
about June 1. It is in charge of 
three experienced aviators and is 
backed by a millionaire, Mr. Lotti. 
Tried aviators say there is no 
doubt whatever about the outcome 
of the flight to France, with such 
wonderful motors and experienced 


pilots, the trip is as good as made. 

Arrangements have been made 
to carry a quantity of souvenir 
mail, but how much is not known. 
The general assumption is it will 
not be carried for any collectors 
or stamp dealers. Money doesn’t 
interest the present backers, and 
the mail will be given to a few 
prominent people in aviation cir- 
cles in the U. S. and France. 

Chances are that these covers 
postmarked a late date in May and 
backstamped in Paris the next 
day. It took Lindy 35 hours to 
make this hop and the French boys 
expect to do it in less time. The 
cachet will indicate that this is 
the first mail ever flown from U. 
S. to France, and will be auto- 
graphed by the 3 aviators. Mr. 
Lotti expressed a desire to know 
the value of cover carried by Lindy 
on his historical flight—had he 
carried any. We said that it was 
just a guess, but it surely will be 
worth $1,000. 

One concern offered $8,000 if its 
oil was used but Lotti turned it 
down flat. He cares nothing about 
money—which speaks a_ bookful 
about our luck in having 12 ounces 
added to the load.

Between one and three thousand 
postage stamps are issued every 
year. 

There are over a hundred and 
sixty countries which have issued 
stamps.

British Guina 1856 1-cent post- 
age is highest price stamp in

U. S. Bureau print precancelling 
began in 1916.

U. S. 10 cent Lindbergh stamp is 
cut into small islands instead of 
being as it is, one island. 

The first city postal delivery sys- 
tem began in France. 

Washington has appeared more 
than 30 times in U. S. postage 
stamps. 

The earliest organized postal 
systems occurred in Persia under 
Darius. 

Ben Franklin was not the first 
U. S. postmaster general. 

The Caliphs of Bagdad had a 
pony express service by Arab 
riders.

NICARAGUA AIR MAIL 
TO U. S. 


A special to the New York Times 
says that the first air mail from 
Nicarauga to U. S. was carried out 
with great eclat, May 15th. Quan- 
tity carried was 3000 letters. Few 
collectors had chance to get in on 
this mail as only 5 days’ notice 
was given. 


THE ENGLISH VIEWPOINT 


Mr. Stanley Phillips writing in 
Gibbon’s Stamp Monthly about the 
new Joan of Arce stamp says it 
“is the poorest philatelic souvenir 
of an important occasion which I 
ever remember seeing. Perhaps its 
very poverty will result in the 
necessary reforms, for we cannot 
imagine that admirers of the Maid 
will rest content with this atroci- 
ty.” 


Mr. Phillips also remarks, “The 
present craze for Commemorative 
issues in the United States has 
proved that many philatelists in 
that country are not familiar with 
the personages selected by the 
authorities for stamp honors. Sey- 
eral cultured correspondents have 
admitted frankly that they had 
never heard of Molly Pitcher, 
while one or two were distinctly 
hazy about George Rogers Clark. 
As this is the case, we need not 
feel ashamed of our even greater 
ignorance of the minor personali- 
ties of American History.” 


Doubless if we had pictured Sir 
Henry Clinton on the Molly Pitch- 
er stamps and General Hamilton 
on the Clark stamps, the English 
would have been better able to 
appreciate them. 


Laying such points aside, we 
wager that if the British would 
get out an issue with Robin Hood, 
Dick Turpin and other notables 
pictured on their stamps that the 
gentlemen would be better known 
to the general public than most 
of the characters that are paraded 
before the children in the schools.
